Over the course of spring break, many 
students could run into unplanned obsta- 
cles. Students can help themselves be 
prepared for the unexpected by attending 
the safety week activities taking place 
March 18-20. 

“The most serious problem that stu- 
dents will face over spring break is alco- 
hol and problems linked to alcohol,” said 
counselor Bud Edwards. Edwards said 
that alcohol can lead to problems ranging 
from sexual assault to bar fights. 
Students can also run into unexpected 
problems related to the weather and car 
problems. 

“The closer it gets to spring break, the 
more difficult it becomes to keep focus 
and it makes coming to class harder,” 
Edwards said. 

Returning to classes after break can 
also pose a problem. Students often find 
it hard to readjust to school, and stay 
motivated in class. A bad experience 
over break can also cause students to lack 
motivation. 

But spring break is more than negative 
effects. 

“Just getting away is a big plus. 
Spring break is a good opportunity for 
students to disengage from the rigor of 
academics. It gives students a chance to 
socialize, which can be helpful,” 


Edwards said. 

Edwards gives three tips to students to 
have a good spring break. First, students 
need to be smart and use common sense. 
Second, students need to have a good 
time. That's what spring break is all 
about. And third, Edwards encourages 
students to attend the safety fair before 
spring break. 

On March 18-20, the Counseling 
Center will be sponsoring a safety week 
for students. The focus will be on being 
safe for spring break and summer. 

On Tuesday, March 18, from 10-2 in 
the Atrium, a safety fair will help give 
students tips for spring break.

The Clarke women leaped out to a quick start in the 
tournament by defeating Iowa Wesleyan 2-1, behind 
goals by Bennett and Michaud.
